It will be intovostiug to readers to 
know tliat while in this Province those 
who have tlio instruction of the young 
in hand are preparing to introduce a 
new and complicated s\-atera into the 
schools, that a siiupio phin ia being sub- 
stituted ^n the Eastern States fur the 
old and liumdrum niothoi, and is found 
to work admirably. In place of stuffing 
the lieads of pupils with subjocts and 
studies that will bo of no xiso or bcnetit 
to them in after-life, tlioy arc introduc- 
ed only to studies that will qualify 
.fchem'^for. practical purposes aud pur- 
"suita "Tbo discoveiry whs" raado 'by a 
school coramittce in the town of Quincy, 
Massachusetts, that most of the pupils 
who had patiscil successfully through 
the highest grades of learning imparted 
at the public schools "could neither 
speak nor spell tlieir own language very 
perfectly, nor read and write it with 
that elegance which is desirable." They 
•were more parrot.s. Tiio whole system 
in vogue was characterized by the com- 
mittes as "smatter, veneer and cram,'' 
and the committee jirocceded to reduce 
the number of studies, to "hustle" the 
grammar, rc;idor, speller and copybook 
out of the schools, and to teach road 
ing, writing, arithmetic, grammar, 
spelling, history and geography in a 
more natural way. The common school 
system was completely set aside, and 
children -were allowed to pursue their 
studios as they "skated, swam and 
played ball." Tho instruction was 
Mostly oral; the Alphabet was discard- 
ed and words were learned lir.st; rela- 
tions of thing.s worc! shown by illustra- 
tions and examples, instead of ordering 
all classes to "get the rule.'' A vast 
improvement was noticeable almost im- 
mediately, and complete success is 
olaiined for tho new system by jVIr. 
Charles Francis Ada.m8, jr., who has 
given to the world an interesting ac- 
count of tho experiment, which is now 
being largely copied. In tiiis young 
Province, where taxation is high and a 
seventh of the'ruvenue proper is paid 
away for educational purposes, it is the 
duty of those who have tlic institution 
in hand to simplify rather than com- 
plicate the system ; to lower i;ho present 
mHthod to a practical and nttainalile 
basis rather than raise it to a height 
beyond the power of tho children to 
reach.' We hear with a feeling of sur- 
prise not unmixed with dismay that 
the Provincial Superintendent of 
Schools proposes to increase the studies 
in the primary schools instead of de- 
creasing them, and that soon none but 
teachers wlio.=e minds are veneered 
with all the dead and live or six of tho 
"live" languages, and who are well "up" 
in the arts and sciences, will be allowed 
to fish in the scholastic pools for the 
sprats and minnows who require in- 
struction. It will be a bad day for this 
Province if tho minds of its girls and 
boys become garrets in which are stow- 
ed away a lot of useless lumber that 
cannot tie turned to account when the 
owners go forth into the world. Let 
us retain the common souse system of 
education, instead of supplanting it 
with a system of "smatter and cram."

The meeting convened at Agricultural 
Hall, North Saanich, yesterday afternoon 
to hear Mr. Bunster, M.P. , oiplain his 
Tiews on the proposition, first expounded 
at Nanaimo, to build a railway from A''ic- 
toria to Saanic^.^WM^ell attended. Mr. 
Robert J ohnjR«s*twected ; Olmirinah" and 
the representdtivo of The Colonist was 
requested to act as Secretary. 

Sir. Bunster beg;\n by saying that ho 
would thoroughly explain hia views to- 
day, for in consequence of tho intimate 
relations that had long existed between 
him and tho peoplo of Saanich ho felt like 
advancing theirinterests. iSoonich penin- 
sula offered splendid natural ad%'antage3 
for tho first link in tho Esquimalt-Nanai- 
mo railway. Ho had crossed on a railway 
ferry boat at Detroit and at Sarnia whore 
steel paddles wore necessary to break tho 
ice five months in the year. Saanich Arm 
was never frozen and a steam-barge could 
taks.passon^er cars from one sido to tho 
other. A line, if carried round by Lang- 
ford Lake, would cost an immense sum of 
money, and it was that section of tho pro- 
posed route that had frightened the Gov- 
ornmout at Ottawa from building tho 
Island railway. Sir Charles Tuppcr, who 
knew what ho (Mr. B.'s) scheme was, said 
that tho Dominion Government would 
give tho land and rails to any company 
that would build the road. The valley of 
Saanich ran through Cowichan and So- 
inenos clear to Nanaimo. The grade 
would bo very easy and ton miles would 
bo saved. To bridge at Saanich Inlet 
was an impossibility, but a foriy boat, 
which would carry passengers and cars 
across the Arm without delay, could run 
nil tho year round. A town would spring 
up at Saanich, not to rival Victoria;but both 
Saanich and Victoria would bo largely 
benefitted. Wiat were thoy doing at San 
Franciscol Building a stoam ferryboat 
to transport passengers and cars from San 
Francisco to Martinez, a distance of 70 
miles. Saanich Arm was only five miles 
wide. Esquinialt would be the terminus, 
of course, and he (Mr. B.)- wanted to see 
tho Island railwa}' built because it would 
benefit every community on tho Island. 
Steam and other boats, from Now West- 
minster and olhor points on tho Main- 
land, would unload at Saanich and save 
two hours' steam and a touch of soa- 
sicknoss. Ho placed every reliance on 
tho pledge of Sir Charles Tuppcr, and ho 
was satisfied that the Conservative Gov- 
ernment would cariy it out if oskod.. Sir 
John Macdonald was worth all the other 
representatives tho Province had at Ot- 
tawa. Ho looked on tho acquisition of 
British Colundjia as one of tho grandest 
acts of his political life, and he would 
never rest satisfied until he had built tho 
overland railway. Sir John was "good" 
for thirty years yet, halo and .vigorous, 
and his mind always turned to tlio west. 
There was no possibility of crossing tho 
mountains between Cowichan and Lang- 
ford's Lake with tho Island lino; it could 
not bo taken round . by the shore, and 
must como via Saanich or nowhere. IVIost 
progi-essivo ideas originated in Saanich, 
and this was a truly progressiyo one. 
Every effort made to find a route from 
Saanich to Victoria had failed. The 
Colonist know that as well as he did, and 
although it was now opposed to hia 
scheme, because it had not properly un- 
derstood it, it would soon find it to bo 
practicable. He (Mr. B.) would stand by 
tho Carnarvon Terms and would not open 
them until a definite proposition which 
involved tho construction of the Island 
line was made by the Dominion Govern- 
ment (hear.) The Wellington mine own- 
ers did not want the country between Vic- 
toria and Nanaimo opened up because 
now coal mines would spring into ex- 
istonco, and they feared they would lose 
some of their trade. Nautical men and en- 
gineers confessed that this was tho only 
practicable route for a railway to Nanaimo. 
Mr. Bunster produced the charts and maps 
of the sections he proposed to have spann- 
ed by tho Island railway and crossed by a 
steam ferryboat. The Nanaimo Free Press 
had misrepresented and misreportod his 
remarks at that place. There was coal 
land sufficient in tho railway belt to pa}' 
for the Island railway. If this arrange- 
ment wore made the Indians 
would be removed from the Songish vil- 
lage, which would be a good thing from a 
moral standpoint, and that valuable tract 
of land would come into tho market. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl, JI.P.P. — Do you in- 
tend to ferry from Saanich to Niinaimo, 
or from Saanich to Say ward's mill? 

Mr. Bunster — From Saanich to Say- 
ward's mill, and thonco to Nanaimo by 
ri'il; the Dominion Government had not 
abandoned the idea of building the road, 
but ho thought a company would build it 
quicker if the rails and the lands were 
given them. 

In reply to the Chairman Mr. Bunster 
said that the passage by ferryboat could 
bo made in 15 minutes. 

Senator Macdonald here rose and said 
that being deeply interested in th« coun- 
try he would like to make a few remarks. 
Ho contended that there was no insuper- 
able obstacle to tho construction of a rail- 
way from Langford's Lake to Cowichan. 
If the Island railway was intended as part 
of the main line it would bo built; if it 
were to bo a branch it would not bo built 
by the Government. If Sir Cliarles 
Tuppcr had ofiered him the rails and our 
own lands to build a road via Saanich he 
would have rejected tho offer. Mr. 
Bunster had como there to-day ostensibly 
to unfold a scheme and had asked the 
people of Saanich to tell him what ought 
to be done. Ho (Mr. Macdonald) would 
have liked at first to havo seen more elec- 
tors present, but he was glad now there 
wore so few to listen to Mr. Bunster's 
stufl". Detroit and Sarnia were reached 
by narrow rivors, but there wero ' times 
when Saanich Inlet could not be crossed 
by a ferryboat. A' steamer bound for 
Victoria from tho Mainland would not 
stop at Saanich to discharge cargo there 
because it would not pay to break bulk to 
save ti>n miles of steaming. . 

Mr. Bunster said the' dutance to Na- 
naimo would be 60 miles and the railway 
ho proposed would cost but 81C00 a mile 
to build. 

Mr. Macdon.ald — Tho estimate for the 
Island road was $40,000 per mile with the 
rails. What would tho rails cost? 

Mr. Bunster — More than one half that 
sum. 

Mr. Macdonald — What freight would 
youget'l 

Mr. Bunster— We might carry^somo 

beer. 

Mr. Macdonald — Tho electors did not 
come hero to hoar stale jokes about beer. 

Mr. Bunster — Boor, sir, is the national 
beverage. 

Mr. Macdonald — Proud as you may bo 
of it I don't think you would soil suffi- 
cient to koop tho cars running. 

Mr. Bunstoi' — Twelve hundi'od tons of 
coal a day are being put out at Ifanaimo 
now. Say that only one-half of that 
amount was sent over tho railway, there 
would be agricultural products, cord 
wood, etc, to swell the receipts. Coal 
could be carried at one penny a mile. 
The cost of towage between Victoria and 
Nanaimo was 50 cents a ton; insurance, 
6 v«nts per ton; lo«s of time, 8 or IQ fonts 



a ton. But wo ought to think first .of de- 
veloping the country. 

Senator filacdonald said that a railway 
would carry all the produce raised in 
Saanich in two days. There could bo no 
comparison drawn between our line and 
tho American lino. Mr. Bunster had pro- 
posed no scheme, nor had he shown^ tliat 
tho proposed railway will pay. _f''|;- %?t"'^.; 

Mr. Bunster — I h-ne proposed a scbomo 
and if ycu had worked as hard as T did at 
Ottawa for tho country you _ would have 
proposeed one, too. You said at Ottawa 
last session thatithe..ezpenditure of,9200,- 
000 on railway this year would satisfy, tho 
people. 

Mr. Macdonald — So I did; and you 
havo not had §1000 expended this year. 

Some sharp words hero jiassed between 
tho speakers. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl — NN'aa tho proposed 
change of route for the Island railway 
ever submitted to the Ministers j^at Otta- 
wa? ^j-t-.'c .; :. ; • ' 

Mr. Bunster — Yea; and they approved 
of it. 

BIr. Sadler — Has this route been sur- 
veyed for a railway ! 

Mr. Bunster — No; but tho other route 
is known to be impracticable. 

Mr. Macdonald here said that Sir. 
Bunster was unfit to represent the people 
at Ottawa or anywhere else. 

Mr. Bunster retorted that he did not 
go to Ottawa to get oftice, and if tho 
peoplo wanted to know why Senator Mac- 
donald did not like him he would toll 
them that Senator Macdonald was a rival 
of his (Mr. Bunster'.s) for tho Lieut .-Qov- 
crnorship. 

Mr. Macdona Id was not a candidate 
for the Lieut. -Governorship, and did not 
think he was a rival of ISIr. Bunstor's in 
anything. Tho only time ho had ran 
.ngainst Mr. Bunster he had beaten him. 

God help the country if he ,over got 
to bo Governor. 

Mr. Bunster — God will help it — hotter 
than he does now. 

Mr. Sadler- -Bunster would spend the 
salary. He w.mldn't hoard it up a.s somo 
Governors do. (Laughter.) 

After a few remarks from Mr. Mcll- 
moyl, who deprecated meddling with the 
Carnarvon Terms at present, the meeting 
broke up. 

Ootsford ana Sooloy. 

The sculling match between Wm. Cots- 
ford, champion of Britisb" Columbia, and 
Jas. Seeley, which has created much in- 
terest in aquatic circles for some weeks 
past took place ycstorday over tho course 
from James Bay r>i:nid Dcadr.ian's Island 
and back. The start was fixed for 12;30 
and at that time all apprehensions as 
to unfavorable weather were dis-sipated, 
tho water being as smooth as a duck-pond 
and tho atmosphere clear and genial. Tho 
steamers and shipping lying at tho wharv- 
es wore thronged witli spectators and tho 
vicinity of tho Custom llouso, James Bay 
bridge, Esquinialt bridge and other fa- 
vorable locations for witnessing the race 
were numerously patronized. Shortly 
after the appointed time tho men paddled 
to the starting point, whidi was 90 feet 
from Bockwith's boat house, James Bay. 
Seeley who was given a minute's start by 
his opponent got ofl' with a good swing- 
ing stroke and before Cotsford had receiv- 
ed tho word "go" had pulled to a point 
opposite tho Frasor river light.ship, and 
was striking about 34 to the minute and 
doing his best to keep tho lead given him. 
Cotsford started with his characteristic even 
stroke and as he passed the city front was 
pulling in excellent form. On reaching 
Deadman's Island Seeley was still ahead 
and on making tho turn led Cotsford by 
24 seconds. On the home strecli, how- 
ever, Cotsford gradually drew up, decreas- 
ing tho gap by the somewhat erratic steer- 
ing of Seeley when approaching the Dead 
House. On reaching Johnson street 
ferry Seeley was about three and a half 
lengths ahead and Cotsford was pulling a 
game .stem race.

The Anti'-Xlont Asrltatlcn. 

Dublin, Oct, 22, — A private confer- 
ence of tenant farmers was held here 
to day, Tliirty-two Irish counties 
sent their delegates. Cork and many 
boroughs, Galway and Eaniscorthy, 
Balinrobe, in the County of Mayo, 
Tipperary and Sligo were particularly 
strongly represented. The conference 
was held for the purpose of forming an 
Irish land league, which should compass 
two main objects — tho first being tho 
reduction of land rents ; the second, 
that occupiers of land might have fa- 
cilities for obtaining tho ownership of 
it, Mr. Parnell was unanimously 
elected President. A long discussion 
ensued, tho sense of tho meeting being 
that tho time was gono when landlords 
could bo asked to abate their rents; 
that tho peoplo who tilled tho soil had 
the right to live on it; and that evi u 
if a general abatement of rents were 
made, this would avail little without 
security of tenure. The charges of 
terrorism brought against the movement 
by opposition journals were indignantly 
refuted; and the sending of "coffin noti- 
ces" and all violent measures deplorec'. 
But a letter was read from Major 
O'Gorman, M. P., in which the writer 
declared before Almighty God that the 
Irish had more cause for violence than 
had the French in 1789. Finally it 
was determined to draw tho countries 
together into a solid organization dur- 
ing tho coming winter, and thus .de 
fend the farmers against those threats 
of eviction which now hang over them. 

Resolutions were passed inviting Mr. 
Parnell to proceed to America and 
there win the sympathies of tlio Irish 
for thoir afUicted fellow-countrymen.
